RESOLUTION 

File No R. 11012|l5|85-RW.-The Government 
or jndia in the Ministry of Labour vide their resolu- 
tion dated 22-1-85 constlfuted a Study Group cons- 
slsting of representatives of the Central and State 
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Governments, Workers’ representatives and Emp- 
lopers’ representatives to consider as to what legisla¬ 
tive and administrative measures should be taken 
to improve the living conditions of the fishermen in 
the country. 

2. The Committee which was required to sub¬ 
mit its report within a period of one year from the 
date of its constitution, held one meeting and Minis¬ 
try of Labour has collected related information 
consequent On the decision taken in the meeting. 

3. Mlniitiy of Agriculture have already consti¬ 
tuted a Welfare Fund for Fishermen. According to 
the EPC Memorandum prepared by Ministry of 
Agriculture an amount Rs. 100 lakhs is avali- 
able with the Government during 1985-86. The ex¬ 
penditure is to be shared by the Central and State 
Governments on 50 : 50 basis. This would therefore, 
mean the allocation for 1985-86 will be Rs. 200 
lakhs. 


Since the allocation of Rs. 200 lakhs for National 
Welfare Fund is quite substantial and the htinistry 
of Agriculture and State Governments are taking 
steps to improve the working and living conditions 
of fishermen, the Ministry of Labour are of view 
that no useful purpose would be served by continu¬ 
ing the Study Group on fishermen. 

4. It has therefore, been decided that the Study 
Group for fishermen constituted by the aforesaid 
resolution should be wound up. 

5. For the reasons stated above it Is hereby 
resolved that the tripartite Study Groups b: wound 
up.
